London, Aug. 9.— Petrograd dis­

officers and 
their bondsmen 
said 
statutory penalty." 
The resolution 
was offered by Senator Lattimore, 
who explained that if the law was 
not complied with it is the plain 
duty of the attorney general to in­ 
stitute the suit. 
The three members 
who voted against the resolution are 
•Senators Bee, Hudspeth and Parr. 
This is the text of th 1 resolution: 
"Whereas, Article 2324 of the Re­ 
vised Civil Statues of Texas of 1911 
is as follows: ‘If any officer charged 
with the duty 
of depositing 
state 
funds shall refuse to so deposit same 
in the depositary authorized to re­ 
ceive same, he shall be liable on his 
official bond therefor and for interest 
on said amount which he has failed 
to so deposit, at the rate of 5 per cent 
per month, at the suit of the state 
or county, as the ease may be; and 
this shall be a cause for removal from 
office.’ 
"And whereas, the 
laws 
of the 
state of Texas plainly specify all pub­ 
lic moneys In the custody of any of­ 
ficial shall be deposited: 
"And whereas, it has been made to 
appear that various 
state 
officials 
have had in their custody funds be­ 
longing to the state of Texas which 
have not been deposited according 
to law, now, therefore, 
"Be it resolved, Bj the senate of 
Texas, that the attorney general of 
the state of Texas, 
be, and he is 
hereby requested and urged to insti­ 
tute suit against 
any and 
all of­ 
ficials of the state who may have 
been charged with 
the custody 
of 
public moneys and who have failed 
or refused to deposit same in accord­ 
ance with the law', to recover from 
said officers and their bondsmen said 
statutory penalty.” 
Before this resolution was adopted 
an amendment was adopted provid­ 
ing that this resolution shall include 
all officials "now in office or here­ 
tofore in office" who may have been 
charged with the custody of public 
funds. 
The attorney general is to 
determine, in the event he grants 
the request, how’ far back he is to 
proceed and where the statute limi­ 
tation applies. Senator Bee, who op­ 
posed the resolution, said he under­ 
stood that the attorney general had
